S.0.729(E). — WHEREAS, the Central Government, vide notifications of the 
Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport (Roads Wing), number 
78 (E) dated 4 th Feburary, 1999 issued under section 11 of National Highways Authority of 
India Act 1988(68 of 1988), entrusted the section of National Highway number 8 from km 
388.180 to km 443.00 (Ratanpur - Himatnagar section in the State of Gujarat) to the National 
H ighways Authority of India. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the National 
Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with rules 3, 5 and 11 of the National Highways (Fees 
for the use of National Highways section and permanent Bridge-Public Funded Projects) 
Rules, 1997, the Central Government hereby notifies that there shall be levied and collected 
fees on mechanical vehicles specified in column (2) of the Schedule annexed hereto by the 
National Highways Authority of India departmentally, directly or through private contractor 
on the basis of competitive bidding for the use of the said section from km 388.180 to km 
• 443.00 (Ratanpur - Himatnagar section in the State of Gujarat) of National Highway number 

8 at the rates specified in the Schedule. The fee shall be collected in perpetuity from the date 
of the publication of this notification or date of opening of the said four laned section to 
traffic whichever is later. 


SCHEDULE 

Rate of Fee to be recovered from the users of four-laned stretch of National Highway 
number 8 from km 388.180 to km 443.00 (Ratanpur - Himatnagar section in the State of 
Gujarat).

1. When the same vehicle has to cross the toll booth more than once m a day, the user 
shall have the option to pay the fee for the multiple trips at the rates as given m Schedule 
above while crossing the gate in first trip itself or if the vehicle has to use the said stretc 

continuously and frequently for the entire tnonth, ^ vehicle . owner ^ have a ™ n f h ' y l , P “ 
on payment of charges equal to thirty times single rates applicable to it as specified in the 

aforesaid Schedule. 

2. The following types of vehicles shall be exempted from the fee specified above in the 
Schedule, namely: - 


(i) vehicles- 

(A) having “VIP” symbols; or officially belonging to - 

(a) President of India; 

(b) Vice-President of India; 

(c) Governor of a state or Lt. Governor of a Union Territory, 

(d) A Foreign Dignitary on State visit to India; 

(e) A Foreign diplomat stationed in India using cars with “CD”/ “CC” 
number plates; 

(t) Chairman of Rajya Sabha or Speaker of Lok Sabha or Chairman of a 
State Legislative Council or Speaker of a State Legislative Assembly 
or a Minister for the Union or State, or Leaders of Opposition in Lok 
Sabha or Rajya Sabha or State Legislatures, having the status of 
Cabinet Minister, if he is sitting in the vehicle; or 

(g) a Member of Parliament, in the entire country or a Member of 
Legislative Assembly of a State or a Member of Legislative Council j 
of a State, in the respective state, if he produces his i dentity card 
issued by the Parliament or concerned Legislature of a State, as the , 

case may be; . 

(B) belonging to winner of Gallantry awards such as Parana Vir Chakra, 
Ashok Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shaurya 
Chakra, if such awardee produces his photo identity card duly 
authenticated by the Competent Authority for such Award 

(ii) Defence vehicles, Police vehicles. Fire-fighting vehicles. Ambulances, Funeral 
vans. Posts and Telegraphs Department vehicles and Central Government and State 
Government vehicles on duty. 

3. The rates of fee, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee and the 
name, address and telephone number of the authority to whom complaints, if any, should be 
addressed, shall be conspicuously and prominently displayed 500m ahead of the toll booths, 
100m ahead of the toll booths and at the toll booths also, the height of the display boards and 
size of letters being such that it is easy for drivers to read the display boards.
